mimics of mature age. Precocious talent we do not generally admire, 
but this of Master Grossmith is so wonderful, so unobtrusive, and so 
full of genuine comedy, that we came away as much astonished, as de- 
lighted ; the entertainment is of a similar kind to the monopologue 
part of Messrs. Mathews and Yates; he changes his dress with even 
more rapidity then they do, and assumes the variety of character, or 
even greater than these gentlemen, with an accuracy and effect which 
is perfectly astonishing, even leaving his extreme youth out of the 
question , he decidedly excels in the comic characters ; his tragedy as- 
suinptions, though amazing at his age, are by no means equal to his 
comic ones;.in conclusion, he plays with much taste on the Musical 
Glasses.
